“ Cardinal Satolli has just presented to the 
Pope his report on religious questions in the 
United States. Although this document ts 
destined not to be published, what it con- 
tains is nevertheless perfectly well known, 
and I am thus in a position to give you in- 
teresting information with respect fo it. 
Cardinal Satolli makes a veritable accusa- 
tion against Dr, Keane and the Untyersity 
of. Washington. He accuses Keane of hav- 
ing in several public speeches uttered opin- 
ions which bordered on heresy. In accord 
with Ireland, he endeavored to acclimatize 
&@ neocatholicism on American soil. Cardinal 
Satolli declares that the University of 
-Washington had become the heart 
of these, new ideas, where most 
bold and rf&ky theories were put forward. 
Fortunately the removal of Keane has cut 
short the evil at its root, but he has left be- 
hind dangerous disciples in_the person of 
numerous professors of this university, and 
Cardinal Satolli advises the Pope to deprive 
them of their offices. But the Cardinal shows 
himself much more severe against Ireland. 
He declares this prelate is the creator of 
neocatholicism in the United States, and he 
formally accuses him of being an apostle of 
heresy.”’ 

This report has produced a very marked 
impression at the Vatican, where every one 
foresees the Pope wil! adopt the greater por- 
tion of the Cardinal’s suggestions, and will 
deprive the professors of Keaneism of their 
offices and call Ireland to Rome to there 
offer an explanation. This blow, which has 
just struck Keane, has, moreover, a more 
general effect, It is a complete and sudden 
change in the attitude of the Holy See. ; 

At first Leo XIII. showed a marked pref- 
erence for Ireland, which did not fail to 
seem to many to be extraordinary in view 
of the boldness of this attitude and doctrine 
of the Archbishop of St. Paul. The latter 
ostensibly enjoyed the favor of the Vatican, 
and Rome protected him against the attacks 
and suspicions of which he was the object. 
When he came here a few years ago ne was 
accorded a triumphal reception. Today the 
reaction is complete. Leo XIII. openly and 
energetically disavows the ideas of Ireland 
and his graup. The neocatholicism which

This letter Capt. Thompson on his ar- 
rival presented to each of the five men, and 
personally begged them not to play. But, 
although several said they were sorry they 


‘had gone to Pittsburg, not one refrained 


from playing. 
Expelled in Short Order. 


As soon as President Potter learned the 
men had disregarded the warnings and re- 
quests he called a meeting of the Board of 
Directors and the case was disposed of in 
short order. Tke board expelled the men 
on the grounds ‘of insubordination and sup- 
posed professionalism, the inference of com- 
pensation being copsidered strong enough 
to warrant this action. 

Capt. Thompson said last night: 

“We regret the necessity of the action, but 
the reputation of the club and the stand we 
have taken for pure amateurism in our 
sports makes such a course inevitable. 

“We will play all the substitutes we have 
and build up the best team we can, and prac- 
tice double time, securing all the games 
possible before the contest with the Boston 
Athletic Association Thanksgiving day. No 
games will be canceled, and we will en- 
deavor to make the best of a bad situation.”

The State Supreme Court has just handed- 
down a decision setting the will aside on the 
ground its provisions are in confif@bwith the 
law. The result will be the estate, amount- 
ing to nearly $100,000, must be distributed 
according to law, and Fred L. Wood will get 
his share—$15,000 or $20,000. 

Mr. Wood left no doubt of the reason why 
he disinherited his son. The will reads: 

“I have another son by the name of Fred 
L. Wood, who is confined in a penitentiary 
on a life sentence for the crime of murder. 
During his boyhood and early manhood I 
had given himmany more advantages than I 
had given any of my other children,.but all 
my love and care for him only seemed to 
make him more reckless and wicked. 

“For many years previous to his arrest 
and conviction for murder he had repeatedly 
threatened that he would take my life, and 
that of some of his brothers and sisters, and 
it is my express wish and desire that he 
shall have nothing whatever from my es- 
tate, and I make this statement in this my 
last will and testament, that there may be 
no question as to whether or not it was my 
intention to leave my said son anything.” 

This is the way the Supreme Court annuls 
this provision of the will which lay evidently 
close to Mr. Wood’s heart: 

The main bequests being void because 
they violate a Stat elaw the property must 
go to the heirs, and the clause cutting off 
Fred’ L. Wood from a share fm the 
estate is inoperative because a man cannot 
disinherit a child by simply saying he does 
not wish to leave it anything. ; 

**In addition to doing this,’’ the decision 
adds, ‘‘ he must give the property to sume 
one else, but Mr. Wood’s will being void as to 
his gifts to others the law gives his property 
to his heirs, including the one he wished to 
disinherit.’”’ 

The validity of the will was contested in 
two separate suits. In that charging undue 
influence was exercised upon Mr. Wood the 
jury brought in a verdict against the will, 
which was set aside by the court, and the 


suit was dismissed. The other suit was 


based on the averment the will violated the 
law against perpetuities. The entire estate 
with the exception of three bequests of $50U 
each was placed in trust in the hands of 
Samuel Baxter Foster, who has since died, 
and Theodore F. Lawrence, and it was pro- 
vided, in a general way, that the bulk of the 
property should be held for division until-the 
youngest grandchild of Mr. Wood should be 
25 years of age. 

Judge Windes decided against the will 
eigtheen months ago, but was in doubt 
whether the minor bequests should stand, as 
the beneficiaries had not come into court 


‘to claim them. 


The Supreme Court holds this‘to be unnec- 
essary, and allows these bequests to stand. 
Judge Windes held the entire will was a 
plan which, in its material parts, violated 
the rule against perpetuities, and that the 
parts which violated the rule and those 
which did not were so interwoven it would 
be impracticable to attempt to separate 
them, 

This decision has been sustained by the Su- 
preme Court. 

The rule against perpetuities is that cs- 
tates cannot be limited beyond twenty-one 
years and a life in being at the time the 
will takes effect. If the will had provided 
that the division should be made when the 
youngest grandchild was 21 years of age it 
would have been good.

Demand That the Editor of the Century 
Apologize for Alleged Insults Con- 
tained in Miss Poor's Story. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 11.—[Special.]—South 
Boston thinks Richard Watson Gilder, the 
editor of the Century Magazine, is endeav- 
oring to evade the apology that was de- 
manded of him by the South Boston Citl- 
zens’ Association for the publication of the 
story “A Little Fool,” by Agnes Blake 
Poor, which appeared-in the October num- 
ber of the Century, and which the people 
say, Slandered that section. The following 
letter has been received by the Rev. Albert 
Itugene George, who was deputed by the 
Citizens’ Association to demand from ihe 
Century people a retraction of the state- 
ments which appeared in the story: 

‘“My Dear Sir: While 1 was absent from 
this city your letter was received, and I im- 
mediately answered by Mr. Johnson. I 
would have written. earlier, but have been 
expecting to hear from the author of the 
story to which you refer.

1 wish to speak most 
strongly of this fact. Though so much bet- 
ter than expected, Mrs. Castle is still quite 
prostrated and in a very Weak and nervous 
condition. I intend taking her from London 
in a day or so if she is well enough and going 
into the country somewhere in England for 
a few days to give her opportunity to re- 
cuperate and gain strength to stand the voy- 
age home.

He is a humanitarian as well as a banker, 
and his long years, intimate connection 
and control of one of th® largest and best 
knewn of the financial institutions of this 
country, of national and international fame, 
have won for himself that which few mortals 
attain—the implicit confidence of all who 
have the good fortune to know him. 

‘*‘It is a source of pride and a great satis- 
faction to this association to have such a 
man, under its auspices, address you. He 
is too well known to need an introduction. 
However, as a matter of form, I take pleas- 
ure in presenting to you Lyman J. Gage, 
President of the First National Bank.”’ 


Addreas of Lyman J. Gage. 


Mr. Gage spoke as follows: 

“The uninitiated look upon the merchant 
and business-man with a curious mixture of 
admiration and envy. Of the cares, fears, 
and anxieties which everywhere and always 
beset him, they have little or no comprehen- 
sion. Of the manifold perils which surround 
him they have the feeblest coriception. Their 
reasoning about him is simple, direct, and 
conclusive. He is a merchant. Me must be 
rich. He is therefore independent, may wear 
fine clothes, drink fine champagne, live luxu- 
riously, enjoy the pleasures of travel, and 
experience all other material beatitudes. 

“That he should be concerned about the 
crops, or scan with careful eye the conditions 
of general industry, or feel anxiety when 
labor falls into idleness, they do not under- 
stand. Of the narrow margin for profits 
when all costs and risks are settled—a mar- 
gin which often sinks into a minus quantity 
instead of a reasonable gain—they are equal- 
ly ignorant. That he is vitally interested in 
the general welfare, and myst earnestly de- 
sire that good conditions pfevail, the great 
public are not sufficiently aware. 

‘* Unmindful of these things, it is easy for 
the demagogue to stir up prejudice and ex- 
cite the masses against you. 

“The echoes of such malevolent voices 
still trouble the air, and we are assured by 
the oratorical prodigy of Nebraska that four 
years more of popular miseducation is to 
succeed the hysterical appeals from which 
vou and the whole country have so grievous- 
ly suffered. 


Eeonomies vs. Politics. 


“Tt is unfortunate to the permanency of 
jour industrial well being that our great 
economic questions, which truly lie in the 
domain of science, are obliged to find their 
solution in the field of politics. But we are 
met with this necessity, and true answer 
we must make or suffer punishment. The 
gravity of this fact has been lately fully ex- 
‘emplified. For weeks and months enterprise 
came to a halt.

The Chicago Board of Fire Insurance Brokers 
yesterday appointed a committee to formulate a 
protest to the Council asking that the $25 license 
fee be collected from the Chicago Underwriters’ 
Association instead of from the brokers. 

It was a matter of gossip among the agents 
after the meeting that the brokers contemplated 
also the expediency of enjoining.the underwriters 
from collecting the $25 initiation fr ™ each broker 
doing business in Chicago. 

It is said the brokers feel that they have 
strengthened their board by admitting to member- 
ship Max Dembufsky and ©. E. Rollo. 

Pending a settlement 
problem a member was sent to the City Hall to 
ask the City Collector not to proceed against any 
delinquent brokers until a few dags elapsed, and 
time was given for an adjustment of th differences 
between the brokers and agents. 

©. A. Lewis, a broker, No. 1105 Milwaukee 
avenue, who is not a member of the board and 
does not pay dues to the agents’ association, said 
at the brokers’ meeting: 

**Il paid dues regularly to the association for 
several years, until I decided a private organiza- 
tion, which it is, had no right to tax me because 
I was transacting a legitimate insurance business. 
I stopped paying the dues, and in the latter part 
of last year I was put out of the association and 
my name was ‘*‘ blacklisted.’ Then I set about 
securing evidence, and did collect enough, I think, 
to prove a conspiracy. 1 am willing to give the 
evidence to the brokers if they wish to begin 
action. My real estate agent's license from the 
city covers my insurance work.’’ 

The brokers’ committee will meet today and 
draw up the protest to the Council. It will plead 
in behalf of 500 small brokers scattered throughout 
the city, and will say they cannot afford to con- 
tinue business if they are compelled to pay two 
taxes, aggregating $50 a year—the license of $25 
and the initiation of $25. 

A member of the association said of the rumor 
that the brokers might try to enjoin the associa- 
tion from collecting the initiation fee: 

‘“‘ That body has no standing in law, and the 
brokers would be driven to enjoining all of its 
members. That manifestly would be a difficult 
thing to do. The interests of the brokers are so 
closely allied with those of the agents ‘that the 
brokers could not well afford to alienate the 
agents.’’

America Is Made the Representative 
of the Smaller Republics.

London, Nov. 11.—[Copyright, 1896, by the 
New York Journal.Jj—At the Foreign Office 
today Sir Thomas Sanderson, Permanent 
Under Secretary of State, and the next man 
to Lord Salisbury, said in regard to the Yen- 
eZuela arbitration: — 

** So far only the general basis of settie- 
ment has been agreed upon. No arbitrators 
have been appointed or definitely considered 
as yet; all that will be matter for future ar- 
rangements, and will take some little time; 
indeed, it may be a month or two before the 
final arrangements for arbitration are com- 
wieted.”’ 

Sir Thomas was asked what light he could 
throw on the progress of the two countries 
toward what might be called a perpetual 
arbitration arrangement or commission. 

‘Nothing of the kind has definitely en- 
tered into the negotiations,’’ he answered. 
‘Tl think that the matter has only gone so 
far as Lord Salisbury suggested in his 
apeech.” 

In regard to the plan for the perpetual 
arbitration of all quarrels not concerning 
vital national interests less progress has 
been made. Yet this scheme ig actually 
under discussion, and both sides acknowl- 
edge that the Alaskar boundary dispute is 
sufficient incentive for hurrying to comple- 
tion a plan promising greater advantages 
for English-speaking -people and greater 
safeguards for the peace of the world than 
any project now enlisting the attention of 
mankind. 

The United States Venezuelan Commission 
stood in the way of arbitration and threat- 
ened embarrassment to both countries until 
by a later arrangement it was agreed that 7 
the commission should merely gather and 
classify all records bearing on the boundary 


dispute. 

This obstacle removed, the next series of 
letters which passed between Washington 
and London dealt with arbitration and what 
scope it should have. Neither country .op- 
posed arbitration, but England stood out for 
securing protection to all well established 
Sngtish settlements within the aeuated 
territory. 

In gaining this point Lord Salisbury scored 
a great victory, though nothing like the 
American triumph by which the Monroe 
doctrine has now been riveted to interna- 
tional law. That is an epoch-making vic- 
tory, and establishes our right to maintain 
the policy which Lord Salisbury, only ten 
months ago, bade us remember was not 
recognized as law by any people except our- 
elves. 

‘ The most significant point of all is the fact 
that Venezuela is not represented on the 
commission. 

The St. James’ Gazette tonight says the 
British arbitrators will be eminent lawyers 
of judicial standing, and adds the only name 
which oceurs on the spur of the moment 
is that of Lord Davey. 


London Press Comment. 


The Westminster Gazette this afternoon 
says: “The locus standi of the United 
States, which the Marquis of Salisbury de- 
nied, is now undisputed, and is accepted even 
to the length of ruling out Venezucia. We 
would much rather settle with the United 
States, but we naturally look to the United 
States to go bail for Venezuela in return. 
To this assertion of the Monroe doctrine the 
most satisfactory point of all is appended—a 
general arbitration agreement.’ 

The St. James’ Gazette asks whether the 
agreement will not throw into arbitration 
‘‘ all the sparsely settled region between the 
Schomburek line and the settled territory 
of Guiana, which Lord Kimberley and the 
Marquis of Salisbury declared they would 
never submit to arbitration, whereupon 
President CTeveland and Secretary Olney 
declared they should or the United States 
would make them.” It adds: ‘“‘If Great 
Britain does submit this issue to arbitration 
it will be difficult to disprove the American 
claim that- the agreement is a square back- 
down upon the part of Great Britain That 
the arrangement includes a general treaty of 
arbitration is an indisputable benefit, and 
the decision of the committee not to report 
relieves President Cleveland’s government 
of the most serious difficulty of its own 
creation.”’ 

The Pall Mall Gazette thinks that here- 
after disputes are less likely to occur “‘ now 
that the principle of dealing directly with 
the little republics is set aside in favor of 
negotiations with their powerful protector.” 

The Globe criticises. the composition of the 
tribunal’ and refers to the fact that Vene- 
zuela is not represénted, ‘‘in spite of Lord 
Salisbury’s early assertion that the question 
at issue only concerned the United Kingdom 
and Venezuela.”’ 


Frederick R.Coudert Talks. 

New York, Noy. 11.—[{Special.}|}—Frederic 
R. Coudert, member of the Venezuelan Com- 
mission, returned from Washington today 
and expressed the satisfaction as wellas the 
surprise of the Boundary Commission at Lord 
Salisbury’s announced determination to ar- 
bitrate the Venezuelan difficulty. Mr. Cou- 
dert accepted unreservedly the contention 
of the British Premier that “ fifty-year set- 
tlers should not be disturbed.”’ 

‘‘The proposal,’’ he said, ‘‘ that the arbi- 
tration treaty shall recognize as an unassail- 
able'title the undisturbed possession for fifty 
years of any part of the territory in dispute 
is but another recognition of the doctrine of 
vested rights. If the Venezuelans sit idly 
by while the English are subduing a wilder--° 
ness and permit them without protest to 
cultivate lands for such a length of time 
they undoubtedly lose their title.’’ 

As this sentiment probably represents the 
views of President Cleveland it is important 
to Venezuela. Mr. Coudert said further: 

‘‘The Boundary Commission has done a 
vast amount of work and determined many 
points incidental to the controversy. It 
seems probable now there will be nothing 
more for us to do, as the Arbitration Com- 
mission must necessarily go over the same 
ground. We have decided to withhold our 
report for the present, and may finally only 
report to the President for the information 
of the State Department. 

‘‘] think within two wee Ambassador 
Sir Julian Pauncefote and Secretary of State 
Olney will sign the protocol of the arbitra- 
tion treaty which will entirely settle the 
boundary dispute between Venezuela and 
British Guiana. 

‘‘Great Britain has seen the error of her 
former and untenable position in opposition 
to the Monroe doctrine, and her consent to 
arbitration is practically an admission of 
the justice of Venezuela's claims.’ 

Osear May Delegate His Authority. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.—To the in- 
formation that King Oscar II. of Sweden and 
Norway had been agreed on as the fifth 
and final arbitrator in the Venezuelan con- 
troversy the additional fact can be given 
that the agreement is that King Oscar IT. 
will be the fifth and final arbitrator, with the 
understanding that if his royal functions 
are such as to make it undesirable to sit with 
the arbitrators he will designate another. 
probably his Chief Justice, to participate 
in the formal meetings. At the same time it 
is the King whom the two governments will 
regard as the final arbitrator, even though 
he should designate some one to serve in 
a formal capacity. 

The personnel of the judicial members 
of the commission has not been determined. 
and no names are mentioned except that 
the Solicitor-General of England may be 
ene of those designated. + 


TRANSVAAL IS AFTER INDEMNITY. 


Puts In Claim for £1,000,000 Against 
‘South Africa Company. 

London, Nov. 11.—A special dispatch from 
Johannesburg says that the Government of 
the Transvaal Republic has decided to put 
in a claim for £1,000,000 indemnity against 
the British Chartered South Africa company 
as one of the results of the raid. of Dr. Jame- 
son and his followers into the territory of 
the Transvaal.

- Provincial Autherities Instructed to 


Put Them in Force. 

Constantinople, Nov. 11.—The official sum- 
mary of the reforms to be put into execution 
by the Turkish Government in acco nce 
with their promise has been published, and 
it is announced that the provincial authori- 
ties have received instructions to execute 
them immediately. 

The reforms promised by the Sultan are: 

The liberation from the prisons of the 
Ottoman Empire of all persons against whom 
no charges have been preferred; the issuance 
to the police of orders that all peaceable 
Armenians must not be prosecuted; the im- 
mediate convocation of the. Armenian Na- 
tional Assembly for the purpose of electing 
a patriarch; the trial by court-martial of 
Mazhuarpy, accused of responsibility for the 
murder of, Father Salvator; the dismissal 
of the Vali of, Diarbekir (already complied 
with) and the sending of definite instruc- 
tions to all Valis that they must repress 
all further acts of violence; an estimate 
of the cost of rebuilding the Catholic con- 
vents partially destroyed in Asia Minor: 
the giving of aid to the residents of those 
districts which suffered during the recent 


troubles; the issuance of a decree immedi-* 


ately enforcing the reforms granted in 1805 
to the six vilayets Of Armenia: the exten- 
sion of those reforms to other provinces of 
the empire. 


Children Removed to Places of Safety. 


While counseling the American mission- 
artes to remain at their posts in Anatolia, 
United States Minister Terrell has induced 
a removal of their children to places of 
fatety. 


PROPOSITION TO PARTITION 


Sir Charles Dilke Says Powers Have 
Considered Such a Move. 

London, Nov. 11.—In the course of a speech 
at Enfield last evening Sir Charles Dilke, the. 
well known authority on international poli- 
tics, said that England had recently rejected 
a proposal by three great powers to parti- 
tion China. He also said that the alleged 
recent inspection of the forts of the Darda- 
nelles by a Russian General was by order of 
the Russian Government, and that therefore 
it was possible that Russia would*regard a 
og attack on the Dardanelles as a casus 
se . 

The Globe this afternoon confirms on 
“undeniable authority” the statement 
made in a St. Petersburg dispatch to the 
Times, quoting the Novosti as saying that 
towards the close of the war between China 
and Japan, China offered to cede the Island 
of Formosa to Great Britain uncondition- 
ally, with the view of excluding the Japan- 
ese from that territory, but Lord Rosebery, 
the then Prime Minister, promptly declined 
the offer, which was made through the Vice- 
roy of Hankow.

STARVATION THREATENS 1,250,000. 
Eleven Districts in India Are’ on the 
Verge of Famine. 

London, Noy. 11.—A special dispatch from 
Bombay says that in eleven districts of the 
Deccan and Concan a million and a quarter 
of people are believed to be on the verge of 
starvation. The dispatch adds that riots 

have occurred at Shahabad and Kazod. 

St. Petersburg, Nov. 11.—Prince Obolenski, 
writing to the Novoe Vremya, recommends 
the export of Russian cereals to India and 
suggests that rye should be sold in Odessa 
at 40 kopeks per pood. It is understood in 
this connection that the British Ambassador 
at St. Petersburg, Sir N. R. O’Connor, re- 
cently visited Odessa. 

The Russian néwspapers are making warm 
appeals to the people of Russia to contribute 
funds for the relief of the famine sufferers 
in India. 


WEYLER CAPTURES A STRONGHOLD. 


Loses a Brigadier-General, Seven Offi- 
cers, and Forty-seven Soldiers. 

Havana, Nov. 11.—Capt.-Gen. Weyler,"ac- 
cording to a dispatch from the front, has 
captured the insurgent strongholds in the 
mountains of El Rubo in the Province of 
Pinar del Rio. A Brigadier-General, seven 
officers, and forty-seven soldiers were wound- 
ed. No further details were obtainable as 
this message is sent. 

During the second fortnight of November 
18,000 additional troops are being placed in 
the field to operate against the insurgents. 

The public trial of Julien Sanguilly, thé 
American citizen charged with conspiracy in 
kidnaping Ferdindez de Castro, wili take 


place on Nov. 22. 


To Force Fight in Open Ground. 

Washington, D. C., Nov. 11.--Information 
here is that the Spanish military operations 
begun early in October are about to go for- 
ward with greater energy than at any 
previous time. Important results are ex- 
pected from this forward movement within 
the next three weeks. There are now 20,000 
more Spanish troops en route for Cuba. 
They will be distributed in the Western 
nravihnes. It is expected that with these 
additional troops in position the four West- 
ern provinces will be completely garrisoned 
and occupied at every point by the govern- 
ment troops. 

The insurgent leader Maceo moved to the 
coast for the purpose of receiving a pneu- 

matic dynamite gun, which had been landed 
with reat difficulty. The reports reaching 
here show that the trials of the gun failed 
to show it to be formidable, the shot carry- 
ing only 500 yards, or less than the distance 
carried by rifles. Under these circumstances 
Maceo has retraced his steps without the 
dynamite. gun. 

Meanwhile the Spanish forces have been 
divided into two main divisions, one in the 
south and the other in the north of the isl- 
and. ‘The main purpose of the troops has 
been to occupy the mountain passes, and 
this has proceeded so rapidly that it is as- 
serted here positively that every approach 
and egress to the mountain recess is now 
commanded by a heavy force of Spanish 
troops. This plan of campaign is relied on 
to force the insurgents to fight in the open 
country. 

The civil affairs of the Cubans also have 
undergone a change within recent days. By 
agreement between the le aders of the Lib- 
eral, Conservative, and Home Rule parties 
—Ci mnstituting all the loyal elements—they 
have been merged into one party known as 
the “ Party of Common Defense.” The main 
feature of agreement is the termination of 
the rebellion before any plan of autonomy 
shall be put into operation.

The agreement further provides that 
Oscar Il., King of Sweden and Norway, 
shall be the fifth arbitrator, and that the 
Lord Chief Justice of England and the 
Ohief Justice of the United States shall 
each choose two others. 
known to be friendly to the United States, 
and his selection for the important position 
in which he may have the deciding vote on 
the final settlement seems to be a distinct 
advantage. It is assured, at least, that ho 
prejudices against the American people will 
warp his sense of justice. 

This agreement is confined exclusively to 


the dispute in Venezuela, and has no bear- 
ing on the larger question of a general 


treaty of arbitration between England and 
the United States. The latter must be left 
to subsequent diplomatic negotiations, but 
has received a decided impetus toward a 
successful conclusion. The interest of the 
United States, moreover, practically ceases 
with this arbitral agreement. The position 
of this Nation at the outset was uot that of 
a principal but of a friend of Venezuela, 
because Venezuela was on the South Ameri- 
can continent. It contended only for arbi- 
tration between England and Venezuela 
on a-point in which only those two nations 
were directly concerned, and it based its 
interference on the doctrine of Monroe, 
which it insisted should be respected by all 
other nations.. Now that the fight has been 


“won with honor in every detail the United 


States as a Nation will drop out'of the con- 
troversy, and the Board of Arbitration 
will finally dispose of the question under the 
subsequent agreement by the Governments 
of England and Venezuela that the findings 
of the board will be respected. 

The success of Uncle Sam’s champion- 
ship of Venezuela is trivial compared with 
the greater victory involved, the recognition 
of the Monroe doctrine by England as a 
determining factor in the settlement of dis- 
putes which involve land on the American 
continents. Our prestige will be infinitely 
enlarged among the nations, for the fact is 
patent that England's present attitude is 
exactly opposite to that it assumed when the 
dispute arose. Ingland has backed down 
squarely, and that is a. very pregnant fact 
in this international episode.

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THE MISSISSIPP} InN NO DANGER. 

The New York Tribune has become con- 
cerned, all of a sudden, for the maintenance 
‘of the purity of ‘the waters of the Missis- 
sippi River. It has just learned that the 
opening of the Chicago drainage channel 
will send the sewage of this, the most pop- 
ulous city inthe country, down to the gulf, 
via the Mississippi, with disastrous conse- 
quenees for the latter. The Tribune de- 
Clares that “no city has a right to send 
forth pollution to a thousand miles of _ 
waterway.” 

This zeal is disinterested. There are 
many large cities on the Mississippi below 
the mouth of the Illinois River, down which 
the diluted Chicago sewage will flow. The 
inhabitants of those cities, who are intelli- 
‘gent though they do live in the West, will 
see that the Mississippi suffers no harm. 
If the Tribune attends to the purity of the 
Hudson it will be attending more strictly 
to its own business than at present, 

The interest taken by the New York 
paper in the welfare of the Mississippi is 
not only uncalled for but is marked by sin- 
gular ignorance. It is true that when the 
drainage channel is completed much more

| Chicago sewage will drain into the Missis- 


sippi than in the last thirty years, but that 
Stream will not be contaminated in the 
slightest degree. 

The Tribune appears to be utterly un- 
aware of the fact that running water puri- 
fies itself. A stream may be loaded down 
with impurities, but if its course is long 
enough all the offensive matter deposited in 
it will be deprived of its harmful qualities. 
The microbes attack the sewage and break 
itup. The gases evolved in the process are 
offensive when the sewage is pure, but when 
it is diluted the nostrils are not conscious of 
the work of destruction that is being carried 
on. The microbes and oxygen do their work, 
and the water, foul at first, will become 
drinkable at last. 

In the surhmer of 1886, an extraordinarily 
dry season, the late Dr. Rauch. then Secre- 
tary of the State Board of Health, under- 
took to determine the rate of purification of 
the water inthe Illinois and Michigan 
Canal. That canal was filled with the 
sewage-laden water pumped into it from 
the South Branch of the Chicago River. 
Samples of South Branch water at Bridge- 
port, canal water at Lockport, canal and 
Desplaines River water at Joliet, and Illi- 
nois River water at Ottawa and Peoria 
were submitted to chemical examination. 

The water at Bridgeport was intolerably 
filthy. It had as much sewage as it could 
hold. But Dr. Rauch’s report staies: 

Over one-half of the sewage pollution disap- 
pears before reaching Lockport, twenty-nine miles 
below Bridgeport, and nearly one-third of the 
remainder is lost in the next four miles, the in- 
creased rate of purification in this distance being 
due to the mechanical agitation of the water by 
falls, wheels, lockage, etc., and the greater ex- 
tent of surface exposed to aeration by the union 
of the canal and the Desplaines River. 

It was stated that an average of about 46,000 
cubic feet per minute was being pumped from the 
river into the canal during this period. Whatever 
the quantity, it is obvious that if the volume of 
dilution had been increased by 20 per cent, the con- 
tents of the canal would have been entirely in- 
offensive to the senses on reaching Joliet. 

The discharge via the drainage channel 
will be 300,000 eubic feet a minute, and the 
current will be much more rapid ae it is 
in the sluggish canal. 

It appears also from Dr. heiah'e report 
that, although the rainfall was very light 
during the months of June, July,-and Au- 
gust, and the Illinois River was consequent- 
iy unusually low, the oxidation of the sew- 
age ponred into that stream via the canal 
went on rapidly.

Below Peoria the river is fonled-again by,

At no time in the past has the Illinois car- 
ried any impurities into the Mississippi. It 
certainly will not do so when the sewage is 
s0 much more diluted than at present and 
the flow through the drainage channel is 
300,000 cubic feet a minute. 

As the Illinois will not pollute the Missis- 
sippi, that stream will be no worse off when 


the drainage channel is completed. That 
river manages to get along very well now, ' 
though it drains a million and a half square | 


miles of territory. 

The sewage of many populous cities is 
poured into it. It receives the drainage of 
countless farms. Vast quantities of decay- 
ing vegetable as well as animal matter are 
carried off by it. And yet, because of the 
ability of running water to purify itself, that 
of the Mississippi is drinkable at St. Louis 
and at New Orleans. There is much sedi- 
ment in the water, which settles when al- 
lowed to stand, but it is sweet and whole- 
some. : 

Since the drainage channel will not pollute 
the Mississippi. but, on the contrary, will 
swell its current with an additional] supply 
of pure water, the New York Tribune is 
worrying itself unnecessarily over some- 
thing which does not concern it. The Mis- 
sissippi Valley will look after that river. 


AN EXTRA SESSION OF CONGRESS 
DOUBTFUL. : | 

A dispatch from Washington states that 
there is no verification of the rumor that 
the President-elect will call an cxtra ses- 
sion of Congress for the consideration of 
tariff legislation. There are various rea- 
sons, indeed, for the belief that there will 
be no such extra session. As the Dem- 
ocrats and ‘silver men can reap no fur- 
ther advantage from embarrassing the Re- 
publicans, both Houses of the new Oon- 
gress being opposed to free silver, there is 
good reason to believe that they will let 
the Dingley bill, which has passed the 
House, pass the Senate and become a luw 
without any fight over it, and this will be 
all that is needed to meet the present revy- 
enue situation, and at the same time will 
prevent the possibility of plunging the bus- 
iness world into confusion just at the time 
when as the outcome of the election it is 
getting on its feet again. The Dingley 
bill will add between thirty and forty mill- 
ions to the revenue, and as the bill limits 
the operation of the law to Augast, 1897, 


‘this will give time to consider a general 


tariff bill, or if not the limit can be ex- 
tended. 

It certainly is not to the interests of the 
American people to recast the whole tariff 
bill just at a time when they are getting on 
their. feet again, especially when the Ding- 
ley bill will furnish sufficient additional 
revenue to run the government without 
issuing any more bonds if the govern- 
ment’s business is managed economically. 

Another reason for believing that an 

extra session will not be called is that the 
President-elect was not the real author of 
the bill that bears his name and was not 
as strenuous for it as some others. He is 
not in favor of reénacting that bill, for he 
knows it was too high. He also knows 
that ‘many thousand Democrats voted for 
him who are opposed to excessive duties, 
and that their votes helped to turn the 
scale. 1f these Democrats indeed had had 
pointers that the new administration 
would have been satisfied with a moderate 
tariff McKinley would have had tens of 
thousands more. votes. Kentucky, Ten- 
nessee, and North Carolina would proba- 
bly have gone Republican by big majori- 
ties. 
. There will be no necessity for an extra 
session next spring if the Senate in this 
Congress is not malicious, If it will allow 
the House bill to pass and tack on 50 cents, 
75 cents, or $1 tax on beer the country 
then canerest until the time comes for a 
thorough consideration of -the tariff ques- 
tion, and it will not drive away Democratic 
voters who took the place of fool Repub- 
licans who thought they. could pay their 
debts by debauching the currency and 
cheating all round. The Dingley bill 
would take effect immediately and the rev- 
enue would begin coming in at once. The 
government would have enough to live on 
and Mr. MeKinley would not be compelled 
to summon the new Congress to fret over 
a tariff bill before the time came and to 
throw business interests into confusion 
again. There is no question that Maj. Mc- 
Kinley wants to have the Dingley bill 
passed, 
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AN TE-ELECTION NATURALIZATION. 

At a Civic Federation meeting held this 
week Mr. Lyman J. Gage expressed the 
opinion that a law should be enacted mak- 
ing it impossible for a man to vote untila 
year after he had taken out his naturaliza- 
tion papers. 

There was a great deal of hurried ante- 
election naturalizatiow this year, as there 
is most years. Mr. Gage witnessed some of 
it and the sight did not please him. He did 
not relish the idea that men unable to read 
or write the English language should be 
converted suddenly into American citizens 
and then rushed to the polls to cast their 
ignorant votes. 

Some of those at the meeting seemed to 
sympathize with Mr. Gage, and one of them 
stated that “the laws of this State can be 
made to read that no foreigner can vote 
until he has lived a year in this State asa 
citizen.” 

The Lllinois Constitution, by which. the 
Legislature is governed, declares that— 

Every person having resided in this State one 
year, in the county nitiety days, and in the elec- 
tion district thirty days next preceding any elec- 
tion therein, who shall be a male citizen of the 
United States, above the age of 21 years, shall be 
entitled to vote at such election. 

The Legislature cannot modify these con- 
ditions and make them either more or less 
rigid. The Constitution does not require a 
person of foreign birth to live in the State 
a year subsequent to his naturalization so 
as to entitle him to vote. Therefore the 


Legislature cannot impose any such condi- 


tion, 

In New York no person can vote at an 
election who has not been naturalized ninety 
days prior thereto. That has stopped the 
unseemly rush just before election and has 
made it easier to detect nattiralization 
frauds. But the Constitution of the State 
had to be amended in order to introduce the 
new system. The Legislature could have 
done nothing. 

So if the people of this State chose to 
do it they could amend their Constitution 
and deny the right of suffrage to every man 
who had not resided in the State a year as 
a citizen of the United States. But, as was 
shown last week, it is not easy to amend the 
organic law. 

The evil complained of by Mr. Gage is a 
real one. But whatever is done to mitigate 
it must be done by the Judges. They have

they are not obliged to naturalize persons 
who are unfit to be citizens.

CURRENT STYLES IN FICTION. 

_ New books are appearing in unprece-’ 
dented numbers this fall, and works of fic- 
tion, as usual, constitute about one-half of 
the total output. While it cannot be said 
that the number of really great novels is 


es ‘ 
: 


any larger than in former years, there*’are: 


yet some gratifying improvements to be 
noted in the general’product.. 

For the moralist the most important 
change in the fall styles of fiction is seen 
in the quite general absence of the erotic 
or pathological nastiness that played so 
large a part in the fiction of a year ago. 
The wave of bilge-water has apparently 
passed—thanks to the generally expressed 
disgust of the American reading public. 
For the stylist the growing predominance 
of the romantic tale, as opposed to the 
realistic novel, is the fact of chief signifi- 
cance, For the artist the increase of illus- 
tration and the boom in artistic covers are 
important. 


But for the author and the publisher the! 


most powerful influence at work is found in 
the vast increase in the size of the editions 
demanded. First editions of from 25,000 to 
50,000 ha¥e come to be an ordinary occur- 
rence in the case of writers like Ian Mac- 
laren, Marie Corelli, Mrs. Humphry Ward, 
and the rest of the elect. The causes that 
have brought about so momentous a change 


eould not fail to have a powerful influence 


upon both author and publisher. — 

One of the most interesting and gratify- 
ing results of these large editions is seen in 
the final exit of the British three-volume 
novel. The “ tri-voluminous ” form known 
to Charles Reade,’ Dickens, Thackeray, 
Trollope, Scott, and all who sought. to 
follow in their footsteps, has at last died 
the death. The important novels published 
in London this fall are nearly all in single 
volume form, and hence are accessible to 
about thrice as many readers as the cum- 
brous and expensive things hitherto de- 
manded by British literary tradition. 

How great a part American influence has 
played in this British reform may be in- 
ferred from the simple fact that Kipling 
was able to secure more than double as much 
for the serial rights of “ Captains Coura- 
geous " in the United States as in England. 
As in the case of “ Trilby”’ and of the 
“Bonnie Brier Bush,” the American sales 
of English books frequently eclipse the 
British sales entirely and set the pace in the 
matter of editions. 

But for American readers the chief in- 
terest of the passing of the British three- 
decker is found in the influence it is certain 
to have upon authors. In the days when 
none but a three-volume story could find a 
publisher the natural tendency was to pad 
every story, no matter what might be the 
vitality of the plot, to the required dimen- 
sions. Trollope, in his autobiography, has 
explained his methods- of padding with 
charming naiveté. With a Dickens or a 
Thackeray the effect was not so fatal, but 
with all the tendency was to weigh down 
the narrative with a millstone that would 
sooner or later sink it beneath the reach of 
popular interest. 

With the present style of putting almost 
all novels in but one volume, and jetting the 
size of the book depend upon the size of the 
story instead of the reverse, the author has 
every reason to abjure padding and devote 


his extra time to making his work clear,- 


sharply cut, and polished.: True, the in- 
creased demands, and the consequent 
temptation to turn out half a dozen novels 
per annum, may undo this beneficial effect. 
But an author with a literary conscience at 
least has a fair chance to live up to it and 
to receive his due reward in the continued 
vitality of ais works. 

On the whole, despite the ever-spreading 
inundation of mediocre novels, there is 
every reason to take a hopeful.view of the 
present and future of American and English 


‘fiction. 
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A WARSHIP TIRED OF LIFE. 

The picturesque career of the battleship 
Texas has been materially augmented by 
the graceful sinking of the vessel at its 
dock in the Brooklyn navy yard.

Hattie Kenny’s Poison-Taking While Olscouraged in 
Chicago. 


ATTIE KENNY, aged 22, nearly 
H Was swallowed in the miseries of a 

great city yesterday. Two weeks 
ago she left her home in Fort Atkinson, 
Wis., and came to Chicago to find work. 
She wanted to relieve her mother of the bur- 
den of supporting her. 

Like many other country girls who come 
to Chicago on thasame errand Hattie Kenny 
had little idea of the hopelessness of the task 
She undertook. It was the same old story 


of a weary search without success. 


At 3 o’clock yesterday morning the 
stranger reached the end of striving. Pro- 
curing a bottle of laudanum she swallowed 
the laudanum and lay down on the wet side- 
walk at Peck court and Wabash avenue. 


| As the numbing effects of the potion began 


to make her forget she suffered she breathed 
a prayer for herself and mother, then closed 
her eyes. 

Policeman Frank Reich of the Harrison 
Street Station stumbled over the girl after 
she had become unconscious. He had her 
taken to the Harrison Street: Station annex. 
She did not revive as she naturally wouhki 
have done had cold and hunger been the sole 
causes of her stupor, and this led the matron 
to suspect the drug. The young woman was 
taken to the County Hospital, where it was 
found she was suffering from a poisonuus 
dose of laudanum. 

As she tossed about on her bed she hyster- 
ieally called for her mother and spoke of 
how cold the world had seemed to her. Soon 
she was out of danger and told her story. 

When she has sufficiently recovered the 
police will send her back to her Wisconsin 
home. 


. UNCLE BOLLAM'S NIECE; 


Mrs. Ringland C. Johnstone's Story of a Deep Lald 
Conspiracy. 


Ringland C. Johnstone, gave sensa- 

tional testimony in Justice Martin’s 
court yesterday. It~™may lead to Bollam’s 
prosecution by the Fort Dearborn National 
Bank on a charge of conspiracy. 

A week ago Bollam, who has a collection 
agency in the Atwood Building, caused the 
arrest of Mrs. Johnstone, who was his ste- 
nographer, on charges of conspiracy and 
forgery. Edward Hursell, a young man em- 
ployed by a mantel concern in Monroe street, 
was arrested also at the instance of the 
constable on a charge of conspiracy. Mrs. 
Johnstone was formerly Viola Van Ness. 
Her husband lives at Fortieth street and 
Michigan avenue. Mrs. Johnstone was de- 
fended by an attorney from the Militant 
Legion, She said she had been instructed 
by the constable to sign her name to checks, 
he showing her how to doit. These checks 
she had cashed, being assisted by Hursell 
and Walter Laubenheimer, a law clerk. 
Bollam, she said, told her that he needed the 
money, and she continued to sign the checks 
at her uncle’s orders. 

Then she was arrested and, according to 
her story, was kept down-town all night 
without anything to eat until she was forced 
to sign a statement implicating Hursell and 
Laubenheimer. Her uncle then tojd her, 
she said on the witness stand, that if she 
would turn State’s evidence he would see 
that she escapcd punishment, but that he 
would have Laubenheimer and Hursell pay 
him the money he claimed to have lost, 
amounting to $480, and also force the bank 
to credit him with the money they had paid 
out on the checks signed by the girl. 

After the testimony the conspiracy charge 
against Hursell was dismissed and the 
young man discharged. 

Bollam had nothing to say after the woman 
had finished, but the representatives of the 
Militant Legion who were present announced 
their intention of prosecuting the constable 
as soon as the Johnstone case is settled. 

The attorneys for the bank declare that 


the bank will not pay the constable the 
money he claims to have lost on the checks.

WANT THE TORRENS CASE REHEARD. 


Chicago Real Estate Board Committee 
Holds a Meeting and Decides to 
Petition the Supreme Court. 


The former Torrens committee of the Chi- 
cago Real Estate Board met yesterday ana 
decided to file a petition before the Supreme 
Court asking for a rehearing of the Torrens 
case. This petition will be filed within the 
necessary thirty days, ani if the rehearing 
is granted the members of the committee 
are hopeful of a more favorable outcome 
for the Torrens system of land transfers. 

They feel a rehearing would bring forth 
decisions on all the points of the law, so 
another one might be framed [for the Leg- 
islature this winter. 

Another development yesterday in connec- 
tion with the law was the discovery of the 
employés in the Torrens offi-e that they 
possibly may receive no recompense fur 
their work. They say they will ask the 
County Board for their salaries by petition. 
President Healy expresses opposition to tlie 
plan. 

Harvey B. Hurd, who drafted the original 
law submited to the Legislature two years 
ago and just declared unconstitutional, 
made a statement based on the decision of 
the court, in which hésaid: 

‘This decision announces a new doctrine 
as to what is a * judicial power,’ one that 
will strike doWn many statutes giving to the 
officers and agencies of the government 
what we had heretofore supposed were 
merety ministerial powers, although the 
exercise of those powers involves investi- 
gations and decisions in their nature ju- 
dicial—what are called quasi-judicial pow- 
ers. Of this nature are the powers exer- 
cised by the Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners in this and other States. 

‘“ Again the latter part of the opinion 
strikes down the power of the Legislature 
to enact new limitation laws. 

“ This decision is so wrong in the particu- 
lars pointed out that I think it would be 
unfair to the court to neglect to file a peti- 
tion for a rehearing and give the court an 
opportunity to correct its opinion.”

MOORES MAKE AN OFFER. 


WOULD GIVE THEIR NOTES IN SET- 
 (‘)LEMENT TO BROKERS. 


Paper Running Two, Three, and Four 
Years, for $350,000 in Payment of 
Match and Biscuit Claims—Brokers 
May Accept the Offer Today—Total 
Liability on Present Quotations Is 
Nearly $3,000,000—Sterling Rates 
Are Strong. 


The brokers interested in the Diamond 
Match and New York Biscuit deals of 
William H. and J. H. Moore met in the 
oftice of the Moores yesterday to discuss 
terms of a settlement. The meeting lasted 
from 8 o’clock until 5 o’clock and the entire 
situation was gone over thoroughly. The 
Moores made an offer of settlement and the 
brokers are too meet again at 8 o'clock this 
afternoon to decide whether they are to ac- 
ceptitor not. The Mooresoffer to relinquish 
all claim they may have upon the regular 
stock now in the hands of the brokers 
which was bought for their account and to 
give their personal notes running two, three, 
and four years for the margining of the 
Diamond Match stock down to 200 and for 
margining Biscuit stock down to 80. This 
would involve notes amounting approx!i- 
mately to $350,000. The Moores announced 
in the meeting all of thelr own personal as- 
sets had been swept away in the speculation 
except a house and lot owned by William H, 
Moore and valued at from $30,000 to $40,000. 

The question of the Hability of the pool 
members was discussed at length and the 
Moores amnounced as their belief none of 
the members of the pool could be reached 
by jaw. They explained the method of buy- 
ing stock and how the interest of the mem- 
bers of the pool varied from day to day and 
that, too, without one member of the pool 
knowing exactly how the other members 
stood in their relations to the Moores. 
great many questions were asked by the 
brokers present and the Moores were free 
in giving information. The Moores said in 
the course of their explanations that there 
were but two courses open to their creditors. 
One was to accept the terms they offered 
and the other was to bring suit for the 
amount of the claims held against them and 
to take the property they had, which, as 
they explained, consisted of the Michigan 
avenue residence property. They said on 
the terms of settlement offered by them 
they would be given four years in which to 
work out their own salvation, and this they 
felt confident they could do providing they 
were given the opportunity. They explained 
that the four years would be required in 
which to be able to pay the notes which 
they offered in settlement. 

Liabilities on Present Quotations. 

The most interesting development of the 
meeting was the one that the HMabilities of the 
firm of Moore brothers, figured on the basis 
of the present quotations for Diamond match 
and New York Biscuit stock, were a little 
less than $3,000,000. It also developed in the 
meeting that the regular Match stock now 
in the hands of the brokers stood the brok- 
erage in from 160 to 180. The stock when 
bought had been margined down to these 
figures by the Moores. The Diamond Match 
stock bought in the account had been pur- 
chased for the most part around 222. While 
the Biscuit stock had been bought at 92 or 


in that neighborhood. Except for the stock

Central Passenger Committee wn

For years commercial travelers have been 
clamoring for the adoption of an inter- 
changeable 5,000-mile ticket by the railroads 
in this country. Thus far, however, all at- 
tempts to bring about the issue of such 
tickets. have been defeated, the railroads 
Claiming it would subject them to too much 
trouble in dividing the proceeds from those 
tickets and securing to each road the prop- 
er amount to which it would be entitled, 

There is now a chance,that a 5,000-mile 
interchangeable ticket will soon be adopted 
by the Central Passenger committee, which 
includes all lines between Chicago, St.

SANTA FE OFFICIALS FEEL HAPPY. 


Think Uneconstitutionality of Alien 
Land Law Will End Receivership. 
Santa Fé railroad officials are elated over 
the discovery made by Judge Horton of To- 
peka that the act upon which the alien land 
receivership is based was not constitution- 
ally passed and is therefore null and of no 
effect. Aldace F. Walker, Chairman of the 
Board of Directors of the company, who ar- 
rived in the city yesterday, says he expects 
the suit against the company will be imme- 
diately withdrawn by the parties who insti- 
tuted it. Any attempt on the part of the 
receiver appointed by the Oskaloosa Judge 
to take charge of the property will be resist- 
ed by the company. Some years ago, Mr. 
Walker said, a case was brought against a 
Kansas road under the same act and in that 
case the same discovery was made, and it 
was on that account thrown out of court. 
Concerning the parties who {instigated the 
attack on the company and the motives 
which inspired them opinions differ. One 
report has it that it is the result of a con- 
spiracy by Eastern and Western capitalists 
to cause a reduction in the price of Santa 
Fé stocks and bonds and then make a fort- 
une on the markets. Others think it was 
instigated by members of the committee 
which so strenuously opposed the regular 
reorganization plan in order to embarrass 
the new management. The opinion in To- 
peka ie that it was an attempt to blackmail 
the company into paying a disputed claim 

of some Kansas politicians. 


WILL TERMINATE RECEIVERSHIP. 


Chicago and Northern Pacific Will Be 
Sold in This City Next Tuesday. 

Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 11,—The rolling 
stock, franchises, and property of every kind 
and description of the Chicago ard Northern 
Pacific will be offered for sale at public 
auction at the Harrison street station, Chi- 
cago, next Tuesday.

** Physical Environment of Infancy.”’ 

Mrs. Fred Bagley’s essay on *‘ The Child

had the funds in charge. 

The object of the coming conference is to 
have the Cook County people and those from 
the other counties of the State meet and by 
a general exchange of ideas give each other 
the benefit of whatever experience they 
have had. In this connection the reports 
of the auxiliary boards of county visitors 
will be of special interest. These boards 
were appointed under the new lunacy law 
by the present State board and each consists 
of three prominent persons, whose duty it 
is to visit and inspect local institutions and 
make recommendations in the same manner 
and im accordance with the rules of the 
State board. 

Phe auxiliary boards, it is claimed, have 
already done much good work among the 
jails, poorhouses, and similar institutions, 
and have caused reforms of a local char- 
acter, the necessity for which would have 
escaped the State board. Chicago’s auxili- 
ary has been particularly active. It consists 
of Dr. Sanger Brown, a well-known Chicago 
alienist; Allen Lester Fowler, an attorney 
who is greatly interested in charitable work; 
and Mrs. Lorin C. Collins. The report of the 
Cook County auxiliary will probably be pre- 
sented by Dr. Sanger Brown. 

In case Gov. Altgeld returns to the city 
in time he will deliver the address of wel- 
come Thursday morning. The response will 
be by Dr. Arthur Reynolds, President of the 
State Board of Charities. Papers will be 
read at the morning session by Mrs. Lucy 
L. Flower of Chicago, trustee of the State 
University at Champaign, and Judge Orrin 
N. Carter of Chicago. Mrs. Flower will dis- 
cuss the care of neglected and dependent 
children, and Judge Carter’s paper will be 
on “‘The Legal Status of the Dependent 
Child.” 

At the afternoon session Dr. Brown will 
present a paper on provisional treatment of 
the insane, and it will be followed by a dis- 
cussion in which Dr. F. H. Kimball of Rock- 
ford, Judge Carter of Chicago, and Dr. Eliza- 
beth Mathews of Springfield will partici- 
pate. * The Principle of Charity Organiza- 
tions in Towns and Villages ”’ is the subject 
of a paper that will be read by the Rev. C. 
R. Henderson of the Chicago University, 
and the Rev. J. L. Duncan, Secretary of the 
Streator Association of Charities, will tell 
of the progress that has been made in 
charitable work ‘in that city during the last 
year.

Chicago. The subject, “ Pedagogical Study 
of Early Childhood,” was ably handled by 
this woman, Who has devoted so many years 
to the study of the development of the minds 
of children.

Dewey’s address, which followed Miss 
Bulkley’s paper, the galleries were filled 
and the aisles packed by eagerwomen who 
came in late and breathlessly asked: “*‘ Am 
I too late to hear Prof. Dewey”’’

Address of Prof. Dewey. 
Prof. Dewey began by saying: “ As this 


is a convocation of mothers, I suppose an 


apoiogy is due from me in that I am only 
a father.’’

First, dawning and gradual control of 
physical forces.

Third, conception of purposes. 

Fourth, period: of adolescence, during 
which he becomes critical of his relations 
to other people and of other people’s rela- 
tions to him.

Words of Mrs. William Kent. 

Mrs. Wiliam Kent, wife of Ald. Kent, was 
then introduced and before commencing her 
paper on *‘ The Child and the Law ” said: 

‘I, as an amateur among a group of spe- 
Cialists, feel much difficulty in addressing 
this audience. I speak from the limited ex- 
perience of a mother of four children, none 
of whom are over 6. But if, in striving to 
work out with them the principles which we 
are here to vindicate, my experience has 
given me that which will help other mothers 
of little cMildren, I am glad to speak. 

“I feel keenly,’’ said Mrs. Kent, “‘ that the 
education that we can give our children in 
the first twelve months counts for much in 
their development. It is here that we see 
the lack of insight in most ‘nurse maids: 
there is hardly a good nurse that does not 
long to pick up and rock a little baby that 
is crying simply to be taken up and wants 
At the same time this 
Same nursé may be impatient with th 
peevish whinings and unreasonable de- 
mands of the same child two years 
older, traits th&t are directly the out- 
growth of the earlier stage, when they were 
humored. We do not begin soon enough to 
recognize and respect the personality of the 
baby. He is never a doll.”’ 

Mrs. Kent’s paper was brightened by anec- 
dotes so true to life that every mother in the 
audience looked at her neighbor and smiled 
as she ‘remembered some similar episode in 
her own experience in the training of her 
children. 


Mrs. Washburne Closes. 


Mrs. Marion Foster Washburne, without 
whose presence a Chicago mothers’ meeting 
would be *“‘ Hamlet’’. with the melancholy 
Prince left out, gave the closing address of 
the first day’s session. Her subject was 
‘‘ The Imagination and Its Relation to Right 
Conduct.”’ 

‘* There exists in every one of us a facul- 
ty,’’ she said, ‘‘as common and as precious 
as daylight. By means of it we ‘ make be- 
lieve ’’ that things are as we wish they were. 
In the childhood of the race, before asceti- 
cism was dreamed of, the imagination easi- 
ly played its double part and ministered as 
willingly to the fun-ioving propensities of 
the people as to their religious needs. To 
them religion and pleasure were not antago- 
nistic but harmonious. Perhaps the Greeks, 
most aftistic of all nations, furnish the best 
example of the joy-bringing power of a pure- 
ly natural and unspoiled imaginative facul- 
ty. Children are temperamentally Greek. 
Untrammeled, they will use their imagina- 
tions as the Greeks used theirs. Plato was 
the first great thinker to recognize the im- 
portance of children’s plays and to see that 
the characteristics developed in this form of 
mimic life were of the utmost significance 
to the State. In his republic he carefully 
planned the plays of the children who were 
to make the future citizens of his ideal de- 
mocracy. 

“After him, by many centuries, Froebel 
caught the thought and enlarged and deep- 
ened it. He saw that the plays of children 
were the spontaneous forms into which they 


cast their activities, and that the form re- 


acted upon their souls. 
Play’s Use in Teaching. 

“ A fundamental principle,”” continued the 
speaker, “‘is that the truths which reach 
children through the medium of play meet 
with less resistance and more easily become 
a part of the child’s nature than those which 


-reach him by longer and harder routes. 


“ Between Plato and Froebel'came a long

His face beams 
with a radiance like that of the rising sun 
emblazoned on his country’s flag. 

How the chrysanthemum came to be the 
national flower of Japan is one of the inter- 
esting things Prof. Choyo told his audience 
yesterday afternoon. He has a soft, pleas- 
ing voice, and a musical, low laugh, which 
breaks out here and there unexpectedly as 
he speaks. 

‘Our little empire in the east of Asia is 
called the land of the rising sun,” said he. 
“JT suppose it is because that is where the 
sun rises for Asia—over Japan. The first 
symbol of that idea was the half-disk, repre- 
senting the rising sun, in brilliant collor on 
our flag. This was altered later by adding 
the sun’s rays. Then after many genera- 
tions this grew into the full roun@sun with 
rays all around. 

“ Artists depicted this symbol in conven- 
tionalized forms, ard in some of these forms 
the similarity to the chrysanthemum was 
noticeable. So the chrysanthemum was 
adopted, first by artists, and then by all the 
people, and at last officially as the national 
flower of Japan, the common symbol of the 
sun, emblem of the empire.’’ 


Flowers Opened Japan’s Gates. 


After his audience had plied him with 
questions and learned all they wished to 
know about the culture of the chrysanthe- 
mum, from its original beginnings in the 
red, yellow, and white varieties of Gaisies 
of Japan, Prof. Choyo sat down and laughed 
quietly to himself for a few minutes, and 
then talked to a reporter for THE TRIBUNZ 
somewhat as follows: 

‘Tt is hard for me to talk when so much 
noise is going on. Isn’t it singular’?’’ and 
here came a ripple of laughter that would 
have driven away the most obstinate fit of 
the blues. 

**It was the flowers of Japan that opened 
the gates of our country to civilization. 
Botanists and biologists became interested

in*our flora, and were the first ones to find 
out anything about Japan and let the-rest 
of the world know. 

**Flowers are wonderful. Flowers are 
the greatest thing in Japanese art. They 
ought to be used more everywhere. No 
other decoration is as cheap or as beauti- 
ful or as ennobling. If a man loves a beau- 
tiful flower he will love a child or a small 
animal. If he doesn’t love these things 
there is something cruel about him—yes, 
something bad. 

‘That is why I like to show people what 
beautiful effects can be produced by arrane- 
ing flowers artistically. See this group. 
Here, high above the rest of the larger 


‘flowers, is this half-opened bud on its long 


stem. That means hope. So there is a 
thought in every flower.’’ 

Prof. Choyo smilingly explained that his 
surname, Choyo, is the name of a saint 
day, or festival day, in the Japanese cal- 
endar, and it is the day set apart by them 
each year consecrated to the chrysanthe- 
mum, It is the ninth day of their ninth 
month, and from the name of the day the 
name of the flower, in Japanese, has come to 
be the sdme word, Choyo. 


Cut Roses Exhibited. 


In’ the twin armories all the afternoon 
crowds filed through the narrow §aisicé 
which separate the profusion of flowers 
shown in symmetrical arrangements. The 
features of the day were the exhibition of 
cut roses and the display of four dinner- 
table designs. The air was filled with the 
delicate fragrance of roses, and in the north 
hall there: were hundreds of dozens of the 
most perfect flowers ever grown, gathered 
in vases, 

A rare new species, of which E. G. Hill of 
Richmond, Ind., showed a large bunch, is 
the President Carnot. It is a dainty, frag- 
ile blossom, with delicate shadings of cameo 
pink, or flesh tint, on a groundwork of 
cream-colored, velvety petals. It is the new 
species that made a sensation in the Phil- 
adelphia Flower Show three weeks ago, and 
florists think it is too delicate a variety ever 
to become common. 

The judges were not satisfied with the 
showing of table designs, and those shown 
were given very low markings. Even at 
that they attracted much attention. There 
will be more table designs every day while 
the show lasts. 

The attendance was large yesterday, the 
rooms being crowded most of the afternoon 
and all the evening. The music, furnished 
by a string quintet, seemed more enchant- 
ing than usual with the beautiful surround- 
ines and the fragrance of the floral display. 

This afternoon at 4 o’clock the members of 
the West Park Board will visit the flower 
show in a bodv. Many of the plants from 
the parks under their control are among 
those on exhibition.

SUPT. TUBBS REPLIES TO DR HALL. 


Representative of the Western Union 
Telegraph Company Resents Asser- 
tions of a Presbyterian Pastor. 


Chicago, Noy. 10.—{Editor of The Tribune.] 
~—THE TRIBUNE of Nov. 7 gives in full a 
political sermon by the Rev. Dr. Hall, 
preached some time previous in the Fourth 
Presbyterian Church of Chicago. 

This sermon has been widely read and 
commented upon, but where he refers to the 
**monstrous abuse by the Western Union 
Telegraph company ” of its messenger boys 
the facts do not bear out the reverend doc- 
tor’s statements, and this is the more singu- 
lar as, so far as I can learn, no attempt to 
secure truthful information was made. (Of 
all places, statements from the pulpits 
— be at least as nearly correct as pos- 
sible, 

The Western Union Telegraph company 
employs a little over 400 messenger boys in 
Chicago, their ages running from 14 years 
upward, none under 14 being accepted, al- 
though the Illinois State law draws the line 
at under 13. 

The reverend doctor also wastes more 
sympathy upon our messengers, “ flung out 
upon the community unfit for its duty, care- 
less even of their wrongs,” than is neces- 
sary. 

Does he know that, as a rule, these boys, 
while in our service, are largely the support 
of their parents, who have brought them to 
a and urged their employment as a neces- 
sity? 

Does he know that when the mafority of 
them cease to be messengers they are pro- 
moted either in our own service or that of 
other corporations or reputable firms? 

Does he know that from telegraph ranks 
spring more Presidents and General Man- 
agers of telegraph companies, telephone 
companies, express companies, and our 
largest railroad systems than from any 
other class of labor? 

Does he know that many of Chicago’s 
most successful business-men, members of 
the Board of Trade, newspaper writers, etc., 
are graduates from telegraph ranks, or, ag 
he claims, “flung out upon the communi- 
ty *’ by the Western Union Telegraph com- 
pany? If not, all this information is within 
his reach.

“little fellow crying with cold and fright," 
that he gave him some coffee and paid his 
street. car fare back, etc., would perhaps 
have had added strength if he had followed 
it up with the telegraph company employing 
him, with the public press, or the law, rather 
than have let it sleep so long.
